Wrapped in 
glorious battle fatigue green blood red, their first LP fulfills all the promise 
of the New Wave. This ain't a review, this is a reaction - thats the kind of band 
the Clash are. 

All the anger/fustration of a generation; a generation of estate dwellers/prisioners, 
the refugees of the redevelopment wars. Only these refugees ain't gonna lie down 
and die. This is fustration caused by the tension between human dreams/needs and 
architects "Streets in the Sky"/Heartless Shitholes. 

The working class can/will/are fighting back. Re-establishment of individualism, 
Aerosol Grafitti, you can dance to. This is the sound the cops and councils/warders 
hate to hear. They tried to stop the Pistols BUT THEY WON'T STOP THE CLASH. As 
part of the fight back this LP ranks as a kick aimed right for the bollocks of 
the councils. It's up to someone to make sure it finds it's mark. As lethal as 

a chain saw, the music/message on this LP is only waitin' for somebody to use it 
on the ruling/repressing middle class. 

THAT'S WHERE YOU COME IN. 

Since the release of this record, all posing/bullshitting is redundant. Commitment 
is the word/hate is the motivation/repression is the cause, FREEDOM IS THE PRIZE.

The Clash are the leaders/inspiration, whats needed now are 
soldiers. Although the Pistols had ‘em worried in Suburbia/Daily Mirror Land 

the Clash are going to scare ‘em shitless. This is the real thing, now its up 

to YOU. 

One day all the angers going to come pouring out of the high rise flats/overspill 
estates/comprehensives/employment exchanges and we're going to get that Riot. 
Only they won't be able to contain it like they did in Notting Hill 'cos they 
won't get away with breaking white heads. 

Maybe then we'll be able to stop 'em treading on our hopes/fucking up our lives 
in the name of the state. When that time comes we'll get what we're entitled 

to without having to be grateful to sneering twats like Prince Phillip/Margaret 
Thatcher.
